Herman Harris, a tramp, who is 


.said to live in Chicago, was fatally 
injured bhortly after 2 o'clock Sat- 
urday morning when lie ^as struck 
by the train on tlie Milwaukee road 
which is known as the fish train. 
Harris was with George Marceau at 
the time of the accident, and both 
li.id been bleeping on the track short- 
ly before the accident occurred. Har- 
ris was seriously injured but lived 
until shortly after noon on Sunday, 
when he patsed away as a result of 
hi.-, .sluul being fractured. 


It .stems that young Marceau, who 


is a son of Xic Marceau, and but 18 
years of age, left home some time 
ago, 
going to Milwaukee. 
It was 


here that he met Harris and the 
two traveled around together, gomg 
to Michigan and about a week ago 
came up lo Rudolph, where they 
h-vc been staying at the __ Marceau 
home and doing odd jobs about the 
neighborhood. 
The wanderlust evi- 


dently seized them again on Friday 
evening and they went down to the 
depot and attempted to steal a ride 
on the blind baggage of the nighi 
passenger coming to this city. They 
were detected in this act and put off, 
and later started to walk here. Sev- 
eral stops were made along the way 
for lests arid it was during one of 
these periods that the accident oc- 
curred. 


The young men had laid down 


with their head on the rail, this be- 
ing used for a pillow, and is a very 
popular method of sleeping among 
tramps. This was only a short dis- 
tance from the Lessig crossing. They 
had evidently forgotten about the 
Fish tiam that passes through the 
city on Saturday morning at 1:5G 
and had been to sleep for a little 
while when Marceau woke up with 
a .start. He jumped to his feet just 
in time to avoid being struck but 
not quick enough to warn his com- 
panion, who was struck in the back 
of the head by the cow catcher. The 
blow did not cause instant death but 
made a fracture of the skull and 
Marceau immediately ran to the 
Hamni home nearby and notified 
them of the accident. 


Local authorities were notified of 


the accident and the district attorney 
immediately took charge of the case, 
Han is being rushed to the hospital 
while Marceau has been held on a 
charge of loitering on railroad prop- 
erty. 
An operation was performed 


in an attempt to save the young 
man's life but the injury was too 
great, death coming about noon on 
Sunday. 
No mark of identification 


uas found on the body and tlie only 
information obtainable was what he 
had given to Mr. Marceau. 


The matter was given to the Chi- 


cago police to look up the parents. 


The depot up at Rudolph was bur- 


glarized the same night that the men 
left that vicinity, and although no 
evidence can be placed against them 
the circumstances looked rather con- 
ucling. 
The amount taken 
from 


the degfit was but 50 cents, and as 
the men did not have that much 
money in their possession at the 
time of their arrest and would have 
had little or no chance to spend any 
after the theft, it may be that other 
paities are guilty of the act.

Last week's Tribune contained an 


article concerning an accident that 
occurred near the Green Bay depot 
about midnight, when a rig, being 
driven along the extreme right of 
the highway, was struck by an auto, 
being driven on the left of the street 
and at a rate considerably above the 
speed limit, the result being that the 
occupants were thrown from the rig 
and dragged across the road, the car 
speeding on, not even stopping to in- 
vestigate whether the other party 
was hurt. 


The driver under suspicion was ac- 


cused but strongly denied the aojju- 
sation, declaring that he was home 
when the accident occurred. Later 
additional evidence proved conclu- 
sively that he was guilty, and after 
paying for the damage to the harness 
and rig he was allowed to go his way 
with no further reference to the mat- 
ter. 
What if both occupants of the 


rig had been killed and would not 
have been unable to describe the car. 
Would the murderer have escaped 
without punishment. Accidents of 
this very nature occur every day 
throughout the country and it is not 
rare to hear of the people in the rig 
being killed. This accident was not 
a slight matter; the harness was torn 
trom the horse and the front wheel 
knocked from the rig. This was a 
lucky accident, however, if such ac- 
cidents are passed over in as light a 
manner as in this case, it is probable 
that the next occurrence of this na- 
ture will not be as lucky, or even 
might result fatally. What if the in- 
jured had laid there all night with- 
out attention and 
died from ex- 


posure. The matter would not look 
so light and at the same time was 
entirely possible under the circum- 
stances. 


It is evident that the Grand Rapids 


authorities look at the proposition 
as if it were of minor importance, 
but as the state makes it a fe'lony, 
with a fine not to exceed $1,000, or 
a term in the state prison from three 
months to two years, it is evident 
that the matter has attracted more 
atlention and has teen given some 
serious thought in other places. 
It 


seems that should a man commit a 
deed of this nature and run away 
without 
even investigating as to 


wheter or not the victims were in- 
jured, he wolud at least be in line 
for some good advice from a sound 
minded judge, and might have a lit- 
tle explaining to do before the mat- 
ter was cleared up. 


This article is not intended to 


is our wish to point out the serious- 
is our wis hto point out the serious- 
ness of an incident of this kind and 
the penalty that the law provides to 
cover the case. 
Other cities make 


this matter a very important one and 
cases where the offender does not 
stop and investigate are pushed to 
the full extent of the law. 
The 


chances are that he who breaks the 
law in this way will be caught any- 
way and could do no better than 
stopping right away, in this way 
showing that it was an accident at 
least.

Harris was with George Marceau at 
the time of the accident, and both 
h.nl boon .sleeping on the track short- 
ly before the accident occurred. Har- 
ris was seriously injured but l*ed 


i u n t i l .shortly after noon on Sunday,

his sku'il being fractured. 


It stems that young Marceau, who 


is a son of -Vic Marceau, and but 18 
yuars of age. left home some time 
ago, going to Milwaukee.

came up to 
Rudolph, 
where they 


huve been staying at the, Marceau 
home and doing odd jobs about the 
neighborhood. 
The wanderlust evi- 


dently seized them again on Friday 
evening and they went down to the 
depot and attempted to steal a ride 
on the blind baggage of the night 
passenger coming to this city. 
They 


were detected in this act and put 
off, 


and later started to walk here.

in an attempt to save the young 
man's life but the injury was too 
great, death corning about noon on 
Sunday. 
No mark of identification 


was found on the body and the only 
information obtainable was what he 
had given to Mr. Marceau. 


The matter was given to the Chi- 


cago police to look up the parents. 


The depot up at Rudolph was bur-

when the accident occurred.

additional evidence proved conclu- 
sively that he was guilty, and after 
paying for the damage to the harness 
and rig he was allowed to go his way 
with no further reference to the mat- 
ter. What if both occupants of the 
rig had been killed and would not 
have been unable to describe the car. 
Would the murderer have .escaped 
without punishment.

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TheTerrierand the Bloodhounds 


Stories of the Greatest 
Cases in the Career of 
Thomas Furlong, the Fa- 
mous Railroad Detective, 


Told by Himself

The murder of Conductor Frazier by 


bandits occurred while I was chief spe- 
cial agent for the Missouri Pacific rill- 
way, 
and Mr. Hoxie, the vlce-presiden< 


and general manager, notified me tu 
take action upon the case. I was to 
proceed to Overton, Texas, where lh~i 
attempted hold-up had occurred, and 
make my investigations immediate!} 


This epibocle happened in the year 


1S-SJ. 
It was ir. the month of Febru- 


ary and about njdnight. The weather 
was unusually /old for that section, 
and tho grouuJ was covered with 
about two inches of snow. The train, 
which was bound south from Long- 
view to Ualveston and San Autonlo, 
was in charge of Conductor Frazier. 


Just as the train was about to pull 


out o! the small station of Overton the 
colored porter, whose duty It was to 
see that no tramps or other intruders 
boarded it when it was leaving sta- 
tions, noticed tv;o men climb aboard 
what is known as the "blind" end of 
the baggage car, frcm the north side. 
On seeing them, the porter boarded 
the baggage car at Its rear end and. as 
the baggage cars of that period all had 
doors at each end, he entered the car 
by the rear door and opened the front 
door from the inside, thus coming upon 
the men suddenly from within. 
The 


train had not yet fully got underway 
and the porter, peering out, ordered 
the tramps, as he supposed them to 
be, to get off the tram. 
Immediately 


they turned upon him, each man hold- 
Ing two large revolvers. The porter 
then perceived that they were wearing 
masks, and ho was thoroughly fright- 
ened. 
Slamming the door shut, he 


fastened it and rushed back into the 
car, where he met Conductor FraMer, 
whom he informed that there were i wo 
tramps on the front end of the tag- 
gaga car and that, when lie ordered 
thorn off, they had pointed revolvers 
at him 
He aid not tell the conductor 


that they were wearing masks, how- 
ever 


Conductor 
Frazier, 
believing 
the 


men to be merely tramps who had got 
upon the car for the purpose of steal- 
Ing a ride, concluded that he would in- 
vite them into the smoking car out of 
the cold, where they would be more 
comfortable, aud put them off at the 
next station. 
They would be more 


comfortable in the smoking car than 
out on the front platform. He went to 
the front end of the car, accompanied 
by a brakeman named Powers. 
He 


opened the front door and the men im- 
mediately opened fire on him. Frazier 
fell forward dead, his body rolling off 
the train into a ditch. 


The men now caught sight of Pow- 


ers, the brakeman, who was behind the 
conductor. As soon as the firing be- 
gan Powers turned to run back Into 
the coaches. He was shot in the body 
and seriously wounded. The men then 
sprang from the train and disappeared. 


Upon 
receiving 
my instructions 


from Mr. Hoxle, I departed for Over- 
ton, as I have said. 
I left St. Louis 


early the morning following the at- 
tempted hold-up, reaching my destina- 
tion some eighteen hours later. Here 
I learned, in addition to the facts I 
have given, that there -was a north- 
bound passenger train from Galveston 
that night. There was a water tank 
about three miles south of Overton, 
and here the north-bound train was to 
meet and pass Conductor 
Frazier's 


'train. I conjectured that the masked 
men had intended to steal a ride on the 
south-bound train to the water tank, 
and'there to board the north-bound 
train from G.tlveston, hold It up, and 


I rob it between the water tank and 


I Overton. 
Owing to their discovery, 


'however, and the unexpected shooting 
• affray, they left the tram and, taking 
• a circuitous route, made their way to 


Overton. 


They could easily be traced bark 


thus far, owing to their tracks in the 
snow, but when they reached the main 
street their tracks were lost among 
the numerous other tracks there. 
I 


concluded that the men were residents 
of Overton arid not tramps, aud contin- 
ued my investigations on that hypothe- 
sis 


In the meantime, as soon as the 


rows of the murder became generally 
known, a special train had been sent 
from the town of Marshall, Texas, to 
Overton, with a pack of bloodhounds, 
which were owned and kept by tha 
Texas & Pacific Railroad company, 
and were in charge of a man named 
Mundon, who accompanied the bounds 
everywhere 
they 
went 
Mundon 


brought a posse of several men with 
him. 
In addition to the hounds, and as 


soon as tho train reached Overton air 
the citizens thronged to join the party. 


The hounds were taken to the spot 


where the masked men had leaped 
from the train, which was about a 
mile and a half south of Overton. 
Being unleashed, they at once took up 
the scent, following the tracks to Over- 
ton, 
where, like the men, they became 


confused 
by the large number of 


tracks on the main street. 
However, 


there was one wise old dog in the pack 
named Lee. Lee finally scented the 
track in the street and began bellow- 
ing, and continued until he arrived at 
a high picket fence which surrounded 
the home of a man named John Price. 
The hounds were being followed by a 
large crowd, and when they arrived at 
the fence, which was too high for 
them to leap, Lee kept up his howling 
until Mundon silenced him. 


The hounds were then taken back to 


tho spot at which Lee had scented the 
first track that led to the home of 
Price, and, after a good deal of barking, 
old Lee scented another track which 
he followed to the house of a certain 
John Knight. 


Knight and Price were brothers-in- 


law, and both of them were among the 
crowd that was following the hounds, 
so that the crowd burst into jeers and 
laughter when the animals led them to 
their own houses. 


As I have stated, I was busy upon 


my own investigations in the meau- 
while. While the hounds were follow- 
ing still other tracks and affording 
sport for all the male population of 
Overton, I was on my way to Pales- 
tine, a division and headquarters of 
the International & Great Northern 
railroad, some forty miles south of 
Overton. 
Here I found the colored 


porter, a light and rather good-looking 
mulatto. He wore what were called 
"sideburns," and a mustache of which 
he was very proud. He had stated 
that, he would be able to pick out the 
men whom ha had seen board the train 
at Overton, providing they were wear- 
ing the same clothing as on the night 
of the tragedy. I was anxious to bring 
him back as soon as possible. I be- 
lieved the guilty men to be in Over- 
ton, but I was afraid that the hounds 
would be liable to indicate some poor 
unfortunate, but Innocent person, wbo 
would be more than likely to be sub- 
jected by the mob to violent 'reatment. 
Before proceeding to Palestine I had 
telegraphed to one of my men, Mike 
McCabe by name, to meet me there, 
which he duly did. I took the porter.

O'CONNELL AND THE WITNESS 


Sample of the Great Irishman's Intui- 


tion and Quickness of Per- 


ception. 


' Daniel O'Connell, in his career at 
jthe bar, says Judge Parry In the Corn- 
ihill Magazine, was rightly acclaimed 
by the people as "The Counsellor." He 
Remained a stiff gownsman to the 
end; he never asked for silk, and re- 
lused the Judgeshlp offered to him. 
Mo gc-rernment ennobled him, He bad 


two titles, but they were given him by 
his fellow men. In the greater world 
of politics he was "The Liberator;" In 
his own demesne on the Munster cir- 
cuit and among the peasantry of the 
West he was "The Counselor." 


Of The Counselor's intuition and 


quickness of perception in guessing 
the secret in a lying witness' heart 
many stories are told. He certainly 
had a very intimate knowledge of the 
thoughts and feelings of the lower 
classes, but In the following story it Is 
difficult to. beiiaie that na tgg apt rs- 


whose name was Davis, to a colored 
barber shop ia Palestine, where I had 
Davis' whiskers shaved off, as well as 
his mustache.- The porter protested 
vigorously, but I finally persuaded him 
into the chair. I afterward had Davis 
don the suit of a common field hand, 
and a soft hat of the kind usually 
worn by the field hands in that sec- 
tion. After Davis had been shaved and 
dressed in his new clothes his own 
mother would not have recognized 
him. 


1 then placed the porter In the 


charge of McCabe, who was unknown 
in that part of the country, with the 
following instructions: He was to tako 
the first train on the following morn- 
ing as far as the water tank above men- 
tioned, near Overton. There Davis ana 
he were to leave the train, and they 
were to walk Into the village and go 
around it, looking carefully at every 
person who came near them. 
In the 


event of Davis being able to recognize 
one or both of the masked men he was 
to Inform McCabe quietly, and Mc- 
Cabe was to report to me at once. 


I proceeded to Overton from Pales- 


tine on a train that left on the preced- 
ing night and waited for develop- 
ments. 


A short time after McCabe and 


Davis arrived they were passing a 
blacksmith shop when Davis suddenly 
recognized John Price as one of the 
bandits. John Price, who was Inside 
the shop, had an apron on and was 
shoeing a horse at the time. It was 
then near noon, and the bloodhounds, 
with the mob following them, were 
seen coming down the hill into ths 
town, evidently having had enougt of 
tho pursuit, which, aftc- Knight and 
Price had been Indicated by the ani- 
mals, had become an aimless v,-ander- 
ing hither and thither 
As the mob 


drew near Davis recognized Knight 
among the front rank of the crowd, be- 
l.ind the hounds 
He told McCabe 


and my operative promptly informed 
me. I then instructed McCabe to send 
Davis back to Palestine and irstruct 
him to await further orders there. 


Powers, the wounded brakeman, had 


been conveyed to the railroad hospital 
at Fort Worth, Texas, where be was 
supposed to be lingering between life 
and death from the wounds he had re- 
ceived., and I had been informed that 
Powers likewise could Identify the two 
bandits. As Davis had already identi- 
fied Price and Knight, and his identifi- 
cation was corroborated by strong cir- 
cumstantial 
evidence, among which 


was that the bloodhounds, I resolved 
to put the two men under arrest and 
tako them to Fort Worth, so that Pow- 
ers might have an opportunity of see- 
ing them. 
1 therefore telegraphed 


from Overton to Major Joseph Mer- 
ron, 
general superintendent of the In- 


ternational & Great Northern Rail- 
road, at Palestine, in a cipher code 
which we employed, requesting him 
to send a special engine with a coach 
to Overton that night, and to arrive 
about 11 o'clock, by which time the 
great majority of the 
inhabitants 


would be In bed. 
I also requested 


that he would send my man McCabe 
to me aboard this special train. Major 
Merron wired back to me that he 
would comply with my request, and 
that, if I desired it, he would come 
himself and bring another man with 
him. 
I asked whom he intended to 


bring, and he replied that he would 
bring Chris Rogers, who at that time 
was city marshal of Palestine. Rogers 
had held this position for a number 
of years, and was a terror to the evil- 
doers of the community, having killed 
no fewer than seven or eight men 
during his term of office. 


I wired to Major Merron that I 


should be glad to have him bring Mr. 
Rogers along with him, and requested 
him further to instruct his engineer 
to approach the station at Overton 
quietly and without ringing his bell or 
blowing his whistle, as it was essen- 
tial that the citizens should not know 
that a train was approaching. 


The train arrived at the time ap- 


pointed, bringing with it Major Mer- 
ron, 
Chris Rogers and McCabe. I met 


them and took them at once from the 
station to the house of John Knight, 
where I rapped for admission. 
My 


knock was answered by John Knight 
at once, and he was immediately seized 
and secured. When we proceeded to 
the house of his brother-in-law, Price. 


We fully expected to have trouble 


with Price, for he bore a very bad 
reputation, having been mixed up in 
a number of shooting scrapes. He was 
considered by the people of Overton to 
be a "bad man" of the community. 
Arriving outside the Price house, I 
sent McCabe, who was not a large man, 
but was thoroughly game, to the back, 
while Rogers and I went to 'the front 
door and rapped, A man's voice imme- 
diately answered from within, asking 
who we were and what we wanted. 


"We are officers of the law and

Knight and Price were brothers-in- 


law, 
arid both of them were among the 


crowd that was following the hounds, 
so that thu crowd burst Into jeers and 
laughter when the animals led them to 
their own houses. 


As t have stated, I was busy upon 


my own investigations In the mean- 
while. 
While the hounds were follow- 


ing still other tracks and 
affording 


sport for all the male population of 
Overtoil, t was on ray way to Pales- 
tine, a division and headquarters of 
the ' International & Great Northern 
railroad, some forty miles south of 
Overton. 
Here I found the colored 


porter, a light and rather good-looking 
mulatto.

many stories are told. 
He certainly 


had a very intimate knowledge of the 
thoughts and feelings of the lower 
classes, but in the following story it is 
difficult to. bgiisxs that b.a &$£ apt is- 


•whose name was Davis, to a colored 
barber shop In Palestine, where I had 
Davis' whiskers shaved off, as well as 
his mustache.' The porter protested 
vigorously, but I finally persuaded him 
into the chair. 
I afterward had Davis 


don the suit of a common field hand, 
and a soft hat of the kind usually 
worn by the field hands in that sec- 
tion. After Davis had been shaved and 
dressed in his new clotbes his own 
mother would not have recognized 
him. 


1 then placed the porter in the 


charge of McCabe, who was unknown 
in that part of the country, with the 
following instructions: He was to taka 
the first train on the following morn- 
Ing as far as the water tank above men- 
tioned, near Overton. There Davis ana 
he were to leave the train, and they 
were to walk into the village and go 
around it, looking carefully at every 
person who came near them. 
In the 


event of Davis being able to recognize 
one or both of the masked men he was 
to inform 
McCabe quietly, and Mc- 


Cabe was to report to me at once. 


I proceeded to Overton from Pales- 


tine on a train that left on the preced- 
ing 
night and 
waited for develop- 


ments. 


A short time after McCabe and 


Davis arrived they were passing a 
blacksmith shop when, Davis suddenly 
recognized John Price as one of the 
bandits. 
John Price, who was inside 


the shop, had an apron on and was 
shooing a horse at the time. 
It was 


then near noon, and the bloodhounds, 
\\ith the mob following them, were 
seen coming down the hill into thru 
town, evidently having had enougt of 
tho pursuit, which, aftc- Knight and 
Price had been indicated by the ani- 
mals, had become an aimless v.-ander- 
Ing hither and thither. 
As the mob 


drew near Davis recognized Knight 
among the front rank of the crowd, be- 
hind the hounds. 
He told McCabe 


and my operative promptly informed 
me. I then instructed McCabe to send 
Davis back to Palestine and irstruot 
him to await further orders there. 


Powers, the wounded brakeman, had 


been conveyed to the railroad hospital 
at Fort Worth, Texas, where he was 
supposed to be lingering between life 
and death from the wounds he had re- 
ceived., and I had been informed that 
Powers likewise could identify the two 
bandits. As Davis had already identi-

from Overton to Major Joseph Mer-

about ll o'clock, by which time the 
great

that he would send ray man McCabe 
to me aboard this special train. Major 
Merron wired back to me that he 
would comply with my request, and 
that, if I desired it, he would come 
himself and bring another man with 
him. 
I asked whom he intended to 


bring, and he replied that he would 
bring Chris Rogers, who at that time 
was city marshal of Palestine. Rogers 
had held this position tor a number 
of years, and -was a terror to the evil- 
doers of the community, having killed 
no fewer than seven or eight men 
during his term of office. 


I wired to Major Merron that I 


should be glad to have him bring Mr. 
Rogers along with him, and requested 
him further to instruct his engineer 
to approach the station at Overton 
quietly and without ringing his bell or 
blowing his whistle, as it was essen- 
tial that the citizens should not know 
that a train was approaching. 


The train arrived at the time ap- 


pointed, bringing with it Major Mer- 
ron, 
Chris Rogers and McCabe. I met 


them and took them at once from the 
station to the house of John Knight, 
where I rapped for admission. 
My 


knock was answered by John Knight 
at once, and he was Immediately seized 
and secured. 
When we proceeded to 


the house of his brother-in-law, Price. 


We fully expected to have trouble 


with Price, for lie bore a very bad 
reputation, having been mixed up in 
a number of shooting scrapes. He was 
considered by the people of Overton to 
be a "bad man" of the community. 
Arriving outside the Price house, 1 
sent McCabe, who was not a large man, 
but was thoroughly game, to the back, 
while Rogers and I went to the front 
door and rapped. A man's voice imme- 
diately answered from within, asking 
who we were and what we wanted. 


"We are officers of the law and 


have a warrant for your arrest," I 
answered.

We heard Price's wife pleading with 


him in agitated tones to surrender, 
and after some demurring, Price fol- 
lowed her advice. He opened the door 
and surrendered to us, and we took 
both our prisoners to the special car 
and 
immediately started 
for Fort 


Worth, arriving there late the same 
evening. 


We went to the railroad hospital, 


where I saw the surgeon in charge. 
Powers was in a better condition by 
this time, and we arranged to have 
him brought out of the small room 
which he occupied and placed in a 
larger one. 
We then had a party of 


25 or 30 railroad men, and other men 
who lived near the hospital, file into 
this room and form a half circle 
around Powers' cot. 
He was placed 


in such a pssitlon that by merely 
turning his kead he could obtain a 
good view of those who were lined 
up. 
Knight was standing in the half- 


circle near one end and ;Price was 
placed about midway between the cen- 
ter and the other end of-the line. 
Their dress anj3 general appearance 
were very similar to that of the others. 
After everything had been arranged 
the doctor in charge told Powers to 
look over the line and see if he could 
recognize any persons there. Powers 
at once pointed his finger at Price and 
said: 
• 


"That is one of the men who was 


on that train." 


He turned bis head, looked along 


the 
line, and, without any 
hesita- 


tion, pointed to Knight, saying, "And 
there's the other." 


We took Price and Knight to Tyler, 


Tex., where they were both locked up 
in default of bail, to await their trials 
on the charge of murder. 


Colonel Spivey, a prominent crim- 


inal attorney, was employed by the 
defense, while the railroad company 
engaged Capt. James Hogg and his 
law partner, John M. Duncan, to as- 
sist in the prosecution. 


In due course the day of the trial ar- 


rived, Circuit Judge McCord presiding. 
The defendants demanded sebarate 
trials. Colonel Spivey proposed to try 
Knight first, for the reason that it was 
generally understood that he, I being 
the younger of the two men, had-been 
under the influence of his brother-in- 
law. If he received a severe sentence 
it would augur well for a heavier one 
for Price, whereas, if Price got off 
lightly, Knight would receive an even 
milder sentence. Knight's trial lasted 
two days. The jury returned a verdict 
of guilty of manslaughter, and his 
punishment was fixed at ten years in 
state's prison. 
His counsel immedi- 


ately served notice that he would ap- 
ply for a. new 'trial, and also asked 
the continuance of Price's trial until 
the next term of court. The continu- 
ance motion was granted and Price 
was released on bail. 


While the question of Price's bond

in jail until the next term of court," 
answered the man. 
"Now that he is 


going to be let out on bail I intend to 
kill him before that time comes.

I intend to kill his murderer."

have ever been. ^ famine 
impends. 
Yet the American 


farmer wasted more than four 
hundred million dollars' worth 


of manure, the best ferti- 


lizer, last year. 
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l^KTILIEEHK are going to be luprher 


thiiti they have ever been before, ow- 
ing to the war. 
So acute has the 


potash situation become that Uncle 
Sam. among all his other diplomatic 
tumbles, has been dickering with the 
allies and with Germany to let a little 
miserable shipment of 10 tons of pot- 
ash fertilizer come through the block- 
ade for the use of the department of 


agriculture's farm experiment work. Yet with such 
a fertilizer famine staring the American farmer 
In the face, he has I'ehberntely wasted during the 
last year between four hundred million and four 
hundred and Qftj million dollars' worth of manure, 
the best of all fertibzeis. And this, according to 
authorities on agriculture and fertilizer, is a regu- 
lar yearly occurrence. It is not theoretical; it is 
actual loss, and the strangest part of the story is 
that the g.-cit bulk, if not all, of this waste, could 
he saM'd just as easily as not. In fact, most of it 
would be saved if American farmers were, lor in- 
stance, Dutch or German farmers. It would be 
saved by the farmers of any of the old countries, 
where every pound of soil fertility is conserved as 
automatically and as naturally as though It were 
minted money. In Germany the si<ie of the manure 
pile has long been an index to the wealth of the 
farmer. 


What the \nlue would be of the increased crops 


that would result from this American plant food, 
now wasted, can hardly be estimated, but the in- 
creased yields of corn, wheat, potatoes, and all 
farm crops would amount to something enormous. 
On the basis of using this needlessly wasted 
strength In manure on the corn ciop alone it is 
estimated that the jield would be Increased at 
least n billion and a half bushels, besides perma- 
nently improving the condition of the soil to a 
tremendous degree. 
In fact, a good many corn- 


fields of the present day would ho so surprised at 
receiving their quota of this wasted soil fertility 
that they would not recognize themselves. 
And 


yet the Dutch or the German way of handling ma- 
nure, efficient as it Is, is not the best. Americans 
have discovered the way to prevent all waste in 
manure and it involves no more labor or expense 
on the part of the farmer than his present methods 
through winch he loses annually nearly half a 
billion dollars. 


The average successful farmer or gardener will 


sny that this statement doesn't apply to him,; 
that he knows the value of good manure and us.es 
every hit of it that he can get. But Is ho certain 
that he makes the best use of all his manure? 
When he hauls a ton of manure on to the field, is 
its fertilizing content all that it should be and is 
he sure that from 10 to 30 per cent of its crop-pro- 
ducing strength has not been dissipated through 
leaching, tire-tanging, or lack of provision to absorb 
or conserve the animal urine? 


Take as an instance the case of urine alone: A 


cow will produce 45 to 50 pounds of solid manure 
a day, but she will also make from 20 to 30 pounds 
of urine and fully one-half of the nitrogen in her 


tation goes into that urim 
So it is most important 


to conserve the urine, foi uiUogen is the most ex- 
pensnu element ol maniite or lertllr'cr 
The other 


two impoitant plant toods are potash and phos- 
phurus. 


Even though manure Is highly regarded by all 


good fnnnei s, nevertheless there is probably no 
pioduct of equal Milue which is so miserably neg- 
lected and legarding which such real ignorance 
prevails. The first great source of loss is through 
the incomplete absorption of the urine, and it is 
not mfiequent to see no attempt being made to 
save this portion of the manure in spite of the tact 
that it is richer in both mtiogen and potash than 
Is the dung, and in spite of the fact that these fer- 
tilizers are more n\tillable for the plant in the 
urine than in the dung. 


The second greatest source oi waste of manure 


is the loss incurred by leaching. If a good-sized 
manure pile is stacked up against the side of the 
stable where the water from the eaves can drip 
on it, or if it is piled on a slope or other exposed 
place, every heavy rain wa&lies away crisp bank 
notes in the form of nitrogen and potash. These 
leached chemicals are the most valuable portions 
of the pile, the most available for plant forcing. 


The third common source of loss is that incurred 


by heating and fermenting. When manure is put 
in piles it soon hunts and throws off more or less 
gas and \apoi. The fermentation which produces 
these gases is caused by the action of bacteria, or 
minute organisms. 
The bacteria which produce 


the most rapid fermentation in manure, in order to 
work their best, need plenty of air, Sr, more strict- 
ly, oxygen. Therefoie, fermentation will be most 
rapid in loosely piled manure, ileat and some 
moisture are necessary for fermentation, but, if the 
mainne is wet and heavy, fermentation is checked 
because the temperature is lowered and much of 
the oxygen excluded from the pile. 
The strong 


odor of ammonia, so common around a stable, is a 
simple evidence of the fermentation and the loss of 
nitrogen which is going on. 


Fresh manure loses in the process of decay from 


40 to 70 per cent of its original weight. An 80-ton 
heap of cow manure left exposed for one year lost 
fiG pel cent of its dry substance. 
Some tests con- 


ducted by the United States department of agri- 
culture showed that two tons of horse manure ex- 
posed in a pile for five months lost 57 per cent of 
its gross weight, 60 per cent of its nitrogen, 47 
per cent of its phosphoric acid and 76 per ceiit of 
its potash, or an average loss of three-nfths. 


Five tons of cow manure exposed for the same 


length of time in a compact pile lost, through leach- 
mg aud dissipation of gases, 49 per cent in gross 
weight, 41 per cent of its nitrogen, 19 per cent of 
its phosphoric acid and 8 per cent of its potash. 
Heie was a terrific waste, veritably, yet not greater 
than is to be, found in most common farm practice. 
What w ould any business man or any farmer think 
of a city real estate investment or a land invest- 
ment which depreciated in value in this wise? And 
what If he discovered that he could have prevented 
it at almost no cost or extra effort to himself? 


The farm scientists and the theorists can preach 


nil they want to about the economy of the farmer 
building fine, big sjieds to keep the rain off the 
manuie or other sud) plans, but it goes without 
sa>uic that the avei.ige f.inner isn't going to see 
it that way. But he doesn't have to! The remedj 
for such losses is simple In the extieme. In fact 
exactly the right \\nj of handling manure so a? 
to save all this loss Is about the cheapest, cleanest 
and altogether the easiest way to handle manure 


The first step to pie\ont the loss of the fertilizing 


elements in manure istoproude plenty of bedding 
or litter in the stable to absorb and save all Uu- 
liqtiid. 
The losses due to lerment'ltion can be 


greatly checked by mixing horse manure with cow 
manuie and making the temporally piles compact 
to as to exclude the air, and by thoroughly welting 
the manure, which will assist m excluding the air 
and also reduce the tempeiature. 


The ideal way on the a%erage farm Is to follow 


the plan, all through the year, of hauling manure 
directly from the stable and spreading it at once. 
There 'is .1 genei.illy pievailing notion among farm- 
ers that if manuie is hauled and spread in mid- 
summer, the sun will scorch it to a cinder and hum 
all the good out of it. The go\eminent agricultural 
elation in Mainland, just outside of Washington, 
decided to deteimine this matter accurately, and 
its analytical experiments have exploded two very 
common beliefs, the summcr-buming theory being 
one of them. The other common belief which has 
been blown to atoms is that it is better to plow 
m.taure under in the f u l l than to leave it exposed 
on the land's smface during the winter and then 
plow it under in the spring.

LANSING, PRESIDENT FOR JUST ONE DAY 


The next president ol the Dnitcd States will be 


Robert Lansing of New 1'ork. the present secretary 
of state. 


Mr. Lansing's term of office does not depend 


upon the action of any political convention; It 
Is likewise irrespective of uny prmmrj or direct 
election 
In point of fact, it dates back to January 


i'J, 1S8G, whea congress passed un act pro\idlng 
that, In the event of the death, removal, resigna- 
tion or inability of both the president and the vice 
president of the United States, the secretary of 
slate shall act as president. 


March 4, 1917, will f.ill upon a Sunday, and it Is 


contrary to all precedent—although not in opposi- 
tion to any law—to hold an innuguration on Sun- 
day. Therefore the Incoming chief executive will 
take the oath of office and commence his term 
shortly after noon on March 5. President Wilson's 
tepu commenced at noon on March 4, 101.3; there- 
fore, according to the Constitution, which defines 
the term of a president as "lour years," his tenure 
of office will be over at noon on March 4 and, even 
if he is elected to succeed himself, he cannot take 
the oath of office until noon on the following dnj7. 
Vice President Marshall, of course, Is under Ihe 
pune disability as the president. 
Tnerefore the 


secretary of state, Mr. Lansing, will bo president 
of the United States for the 24 hours and some 
minutes elapsing between noon on Sunday, March 
4, and the time that the new president takes the 
otith of office on the following day. 


This brief term of office is not a mere formality. 


It is an actual occupation of the povrer of presi- 
dent, with nil bis authorities and prerogatives. Mr. 
Lansing—"President Lansing," for the day—will 
he empowered to occupy the White House, to Is- 
sue pardons, to attend to nil the other business of 
which the chief executive has control, and to ride 
to the capitol, should he desire, as 'he outgoing 
president on inauguration clay. 


Moreover, this is the first time in the history of 


the nation that a secretary of slate has hnd this 
honor bestowed upon him and only the second 
time in the 140 years of the existence of the United 
States that the office has been held by anyone 
other than the president and vice president.

agriculture's farm experiment work. Yet with such 
a fertilizer famine staring tho American farmer 
In the facu. he has deliberately wasted during the 
last vcar between four hundred million and four 
hundred and IH'ty million dollars' worth of manure, 
the best of alt fertilizers. 
And this, according to 


uuthonties on agriculture and fertilizer, is a regu- 
lar yearlv occurrence. It is not theoretical; It is 
denial loss, and the strangest part of the story is 
that the great bulk, if not all, of this waste, could 
be saved just as easily as not. In fact, most of it 
would be saved if American farmers were, for in- 
stance Dutch or German farmers. 
It would be 


savi'iV'liy the farmers of any of the old countries.' 
where every pound of soil fertility i.s conserved as 
automatically and as naturally as though it were 
minted money. In Germany the size of the manure. 
pile has long been an index to the wealth of the 
farmer. 


\Vlmt the value would bo of the increased crops 


that would result from this American plant food, 
now wasted, can hardly be estimated, but the in- 
creased yields of corn, wheat, potatoes, and all 
farm crops would amount to something enormous. 
On the basis of using 
this needlessly 
wasted 


streti-th In manure on the corn crop alone it is 
estimated that the yield would be Increased at 
least a billion and a half bushels, besides perma- 
nently improving the condition of the soil to n 
tremendous degree. 
In fact, a good many corn- 


fields of. the present, day would lie so surprised at 
roceivln" their quota of this wasted soil fertility 
that they would not recognize themselves. 
And 


vet the Dutch or the German way of handling ma- 
nure, eflident as it Is, is not tine best. Americans 
II-IVB discovered the way to prevent all waste in 
manure and it involves no more labor or expense 
on the part of Hie farmer than his present methods 
through winch he loses aunually nearly half a 
billion dollars. 


The average successful farmer or gardener will 


say that this statement doesn't apply to him.; 
that he knows the value of good manure and uses 
every bit of It that he can get. lint is he certain 
that lie makes the best use of all his manure? 
When he hauls a ton of manure on to the field. Is 
Us ferulr/ing content all that it should be and is 
he sure that from 10 to 50 per cent of Us crop-pro- 
cluciu- strength has not been dissipated through 
iL-achiut.-, tiiv-fanging, or lack of provision to absorb 
or conserve the animal urine? 


Take as an instance the case of urine alone: A 


cow will produce 45 to 50 pounds of solid manure 


.lav but «ho will also make from 20 to 30 pounds 


of urine and fully one-half of the nitrogen in her 


ration goes into that urine. .-;o it is most important 
to conserve the urine, for nitrogen is Ihe most ex- 
pensive element of manure or fertiliser. The other 
two important plant foods are potash and phos- 
[iln'riiM. 
Even though manure is highly regarded by all 


good farmers, nevertheless there is probably no 
product of equal value which.is so miserably neg- 
lected and regarding which such real ignorance 
prevails. The first great source of loss is through 
the incomplete absorption of the urine, and it is 
not infrequent to see no attempt being made to 
save tills portion of the manure in spite of the fact 
that it is richer in both nitrogen and potash than 
is the dung, and in spite of the fact that these fer- 
tilisers are more available for the plant m the 
urine than in the dung. 


The second greatest source of waste of manure 


Is the loss incurred by leaching. 
If a good-sized 


manure pile !s stacked up against the side of the 
stable where the water from the eaves can drip 
on it, or if it is piled on a slope or other exposed 
place, every heavy rain washes away crisp bank 
notes in the form of nitrogen and potash. These 
leached chemicals are the most valuable portions 
of the pile, the most available for plant forcing. 


The third common source of loss is that incurred 


hy heating and fermenting. 
When manure is put 


in piles it soon heats and throws off more or less 
gas nnd vapor. 
The fermentation which produces 


these gases is caused by the action of bacteria, or 
minute" organisms. 
The bacteria which produce 


the most rapid fermentation In manure, in order to 
work their best, need plenty of air, 6r, more strict- 
ly, oxygen. Therefore, fermentation will be most 
rapid "in loosely piled manure. 
Heat and some 


moisture are necessary for fermentation, but. if the 
manure is wet and heavy, fermentation is checked 
because the temperature is lowered and much of 
the oxygen excluded from the pile. 
The strong 


odor of ammonia, so common around a stable, is a 
simple evidence of the fermentation and the loss of 
nitrogen which is going on. 


Fresh manure loses in the process of decay from 


40 to 70 per cent of its original weight. An 8O-ton 
heap of cow manure left exposed for one year lost 
00 pel cent of Its dry substance. Some tests con- 
ducted by the United States department of agri- 
culture showed that two tons of horse manure ex- 
posed in a pile for five months lost 57 per cent of 
its gross weight, GO per cent of its nitrogen, 47 
per "cent of its phosphoric acid and 76 per cent of 
its potash, or an average loss of three-fifths. 


Five tons of cow manure exposed for the same 


length of time in a compact pile lost, through leach- 
ing and dissipation of gases, 49 per cent in gross 
weight, 41 per cent of its nitrogen, 19 per cent of 
Its phosphoric acid and 8 per cent of its potash. 
Here was a terrific waste, veritably, yet not greater 
than is to be. found in most common farm practice. 
What would any business man or any farmer think 
of a city real estate investment or a land Invest- 
ment which depreciated in value in this wise? And 
what if he discovered that he could have prevented 
it at almost no cost or extra effort to himself?

The ideal way on the average farm Is to follow 


the plan, all through the year, of hauling miuiure 
directly from the stable and spreading it at once. 
There i-s a generally prevailing notion among farm- 
ers'That i f ' m a n u r e is hauled and spread in mid- 
summer, the sun will scorch it to a cinder and hum 
all the cood out of it. The government agricultural 
static,,/ in Maryland, jus: outside of Wasliington 
decided to determine this matter accurately, and 
its analytical experiments have exploded two very 
common beliefs, the summer-burning theory being 
one of them. The other common belief which has 
been' blown to atoms is that it is better to PIOW 
manure under in the fall than to leave it exposed 
on the land's surface, during the winter nnd then 
plow it under in the spring.

LANSING, PRES1DSNTJ-OR JUST ONE DAY 


The next president of the United States will be 


Robert I/ansing "c New ^~<irk- rl'e present secretary 
of state. 
Mr Lansing's term of office does not depend 


upon the action of any political convention; it 
Is likewise irrespective of any primary or direct 
election. 
In point of fact, it dates back to January 


10 1SSG, when congress passed an act providing 
that in The event of the death, removal, resigna- 
tion'or inability of both the president nnd the vice 
president of the United States, the secretary of 
state shall act as president. 


March 4. 1917. will fall upon n Sunday, and it is 


contrary to all precedent—although not in opposi- 
tion to any law—to hold an inauguration on Sun- 
day. 
Therefore the incoming chief executive will 


take the oath of office and commence his term 
shortly after noon on March 5. President Wilson's 
tepn commenced at noon on March 4, 1013; there- 
fore, according to the Constitution, v.'hich defines 
the terra of a president as "four years," his tenure 
of oflice will be over at noon on March 4. and, even 
if he is elected to succeed himself, he cannot take 
the oath of office until 'noon on the following clay. 
Vice President Marshall, of course, is under the 
same disability as the president. 
Therefore the 


secretary of state. Mr. Lansing, will be president 
of the United States for the 24 hours and some 
minutes elapsing between noon on Sunday, March 
4, and the time that the new president takes the 
oath of oflice on the following dny. 


This brief term of ofiice is not a mere formality. 


It is an actual occupation of the povrer of presi- 
dent, with nil his authorities and prerogatives. Mr. 
Lansing—"President Lansing," for the day—will 
he empowered to occupy tiie White House, to Is- 
sue pardons, to attend to nil the other business of 
which the chief executive has control, and to ride 
to tho capitol, should he desire, ns ':he outgoing 
president on inauguration dny. 


Moreover, this is the first time in the history of 


the nation that a secretary of state has had this 
honor bestowed upon him and only the second 
time in the 140 years of the existence of the United 
States that the ofiice has been held by anyone 
other than the president and vice president.

Something will be done 
on the matter before long if relief 
is not offered and a little competi- 
tion in the business might be a 
pretty good thing in the future, no 
matter what ultimatum is put up.

It must have been noticed by reg-

been a lack of prescriptions, because 
access to books with lists of thou- 
sands of remedies and formulas is 
easy. 


With the knowledge that the great 


mass of newspaper readers would 
like remedies, that immediate popu- 
larity awaits the man who wi'il fur- 
nish them freely, what has been the 
reason for discussing causes and na- 
ture of diseases rather than reme- 
dies? Honesty forbids—honesty and 
a wholesome respect for the harm

do. 
Scrupulous 


physicians know that there are only 
a few remedies which will stand 
alone—such as quinine for malaria, 
mprcury for syphilis, antitoxin for 
diptheria, iron for anaemia and vari- 
ous remedies for constipation. Prac- 
tically all other remedies depend for 
whatever virtues they possess upon 
the intelligence or luck with which 
they are administered. 


But even those listed depend upon 


a correct knowledge of the condition 
to be treated and again upon proper 
dosage based upon requirements of 
the individual patient. 
This, in the 


south where malaria is so common, 
thousands of patients have died of 
consumption while taking enormous 
quantities of quinine for the malaria 
they supposed they had. Anybody 
knows how many patients have died 
of appendicitis through a powerful 
"physic" administered for what was 
supposed to be indigestion or cholera 
morbus. 


Anaemia, also, is seldom a simple 


condition. Usually it is but a. symp- 
tom of some more serious internal 
disease and will disappear only when 
the obscure cause is discovered and 
removed. Chronic indigestion is an- 
other snare. 
It is so frequently due 


to cancer or tuberculosis that no pa- 
tient or druggist is warranted in ad- 
ministering stomac hremedies until 
he knows as well as can be learned 
that one of these diseases is not the 
cause of the distress. 


Nothing, therefore, is more impor- 


tant for people to learn than that 
diagnosis rather than skillful medi- 
cation is the all important thing in 
the successful treatment of disease. 
And that is why this bureau wil'i con- 
tinue to discuss the principles and 
nature of disease and firmly refuse to 
be an accomplice in shortening, the 
lives of misguided citizens.

It is a significant fact that in every 


Wisconsin city where an open-air 
school has been established a second 
one has followed in a short time. 
Oshkosh will open its second school 
in the fall. Milwaukee is erecting a 
modern building on the crest of a 
hill in one of the public parks, the 
two class rooms and sleeping porch 
furnishing accommodations for fifty 
pupils. An open-air room for south 
side pupi'is will be opened in one of 
the grade schools. 
Green Bay has 


had two schools -for the last twenty 
months, Kenosha has two and Racine 
has two. In every instance the ex- 
perience has been the same, remark- 
able improvement in the health and 
mental proficiency of the children. 
The attitude of teachers, too, has 
changed, and where it was at first 
difficult to secure a teacher for the 
opan-air room there is now lively 
competition for the positions.

ered rather hopeless case was sent

It Is <an Acute Problem on Irrigated 


Farms In Certain Sections. 


It is one thing to secure a good stand 


of alfalfa on an irrigated farm, but it 
is quite another problem to maintain 
a good stand of this legume when it is 
being continually pastured down. 
In 


numerous sections of the southwest, 
where the season is long and animals 
are kept on the field practically the 
entire year, the problem becomes acute, 
says the Country Gentleman. 


Continuous close cropping damages 


the plants by root starvation, while 
tramping of the soil by the live stock, 
especially when the soil is wet from 
irrigation or rains, does further dam- 
age. 
The result is a rapid thinning 


of the stand. 
This allows Bermuda 


grass and noxious weeds to gain a 
foothold on tho fields, the productivity 
of which rapidly decreases. 


"To obviate these difficulties a sys-. 


tern of rotation pasturing is being 
adopted on Arizona farms," reports R. 
W. Clothier of the federal office of 
farm management. 
"In this system 


the alfalfa is allowed to grow until 
sufficiently mature to make hay, and 
then tho animals are turned into the 
field in sufficient numbers to harvest 
the crop quickly. 


"I have made a careful study of sev-

er keeps 1GS animal, units, forty-eight 
of which are dairy cows, on his farm 
for twelve months, and has 300 tons 
of surplus feed on the farm.

the help of two grown sons-he does all 
the work. 
By this system the stand 


of alfalfa has been maintained in first 
class condition for ten years."

SOY BEANS FOR CATTLE 


Writer in Tlie Country Gentleman 


Tells, of Legume's f.sefulncss. 


The value of soy bean meal as 


food for beef cattle is described by a 
writer in The Country Gentleman at- 
follows: 


A carload of steers that I recently 


marketed topped the Baltimore mar- 
ket at eight and a half cent-;. 
\Vith 


one exception thf steeis wre a tairly 
even lot of fat cattle. The particular 
feature of ni> feeding; was that I sub- 
stituted home produced 
FOV bean 


me^'; for cottonseed meal, v.'hich wa;- 
selling at $41 a ton, and on this ac- 
count w;.s prohibitive for use to any 
amount in the slrcr ration. 


-My net profit on my .steeis was not 


large, because I had to pay full value 
for the animals. 
Demand nas keen 


and the local supply limited when I 
purchased 
the slorkers. 
The 
lot 


averaged about 800 pounds in March, 
11)10, when I bought them at. ?5S a 
head, or a little les-, than 7 cents a 
pound. 


I fed the anima'ln a Kood mainten- 


ance ration of .silage, cowpea and 
s-orghimi hay and a little short corn 
until pasturage was available about 
the last week in April. 
'I lie average 


daily ration to each st>'<T was twenty- 
five pounds of ,-ilasc, as much hay 
as the animals would clean up with 
reli.ih and ten ears ot shou corn. 


.Most of my grass \va.s young timo- 


thy, clover arid Japan clover, with 
one old sod that iiatl some blue grass 
Consequently the steers did not do 
much more t h a n ho'id their own dur- 
ing the grazing 
season, probably 


weighing around 
'.>'2~, pounds each 


when they were put in the feedlot in 
the fall, when grass was beginning 
to get short. 


Gradually I accustomed the ani- 


mals to .silai.;i', corn fodder, cowpr-a- 
soy-bean-sorghum 
hay, soy-bean 


meal and short corn. 
The hay vva- 


all second raking and slightly dam- 
aged; the corn was short and no! 
over sound, being worth about halt 
as much a bushel as sound corn, but 
the fodder wan good. 
The previous 


season I had raised fifteen acres of 
soy beans for seed and the meal was 
made from beans that v\ere cracked 
and damaged in threshing, rendering 
them unavailable for seed. 


A combination hand and 
power 


grinding mill cost me $7.75 and I 
used thirt machine 
to 'convert 
the 


beans into meal. 
I found that th" 


steers ate the meal just as urcedllj 
when it was rather coarse as when it 
was very fine and powdery. 
Before 


feeding the bean meal I submitted 
samples and advised with the men of 
the Bureau of Animal Industry of 
the United States Department of Ag- 
riculture. 


They suggested that I feed 
not 


more than two pounds of rnea'l daily 
to a steer on full feed, due to the 
laxative effect of the meal. 
I also 


used my grinding mill in grinding 
rye and wheat as well as corn for my 
hogs, and in cracking corn for the 
chickens and turkeys. 


On full feed each of my steers re- 


ceived daily 
thirty-five pounds of 


silage, about two pounds of soy-bean 
meal, fifteen cars of short corn and 
as much hay and corn fodder as he 
would clean up. I confined the steer.-, 
in a small lot supplied with running 
water and 
also furnished 
with 
a- 


watering tank and tank heater, so 
that the water could be heated dur- 
ing cold weather. 
The steers had 


access to an open-end shed with a 
southern exposure, while I kept the 
lot constantly bedded with plenty ot 
straw in order to save the manure. 


During 
the 
ninety-day 
feeding 


period the steers were off feed twice 
on account of a change of attendants, 
as I was called away on business and 
had my man teed the animals during 
my absence. 
As nearly as I cou'td 


estimate without actually weighing 
the animals, as T had no platform 
scales, the steers put on from 37b 
to 225 pounds each during their stay 
in the feedlot. 


At market time, when I sold the 


steers to a local dealer, the load aver- 
aged 1,135 pounds a steer. The aver- 
age was brought down by one baby 
beef that I sold with Urn lot. This 
animal weighed only S25 pounds and 
was twenty-one months old. 


If the present high price of cottou- 


s-eed meal continues 1 believe it will 
pay every dairyman and steer feeder, 
as well as every hog raiser, to pro- 
duce a crop of soy beans each year. 
The soy bean straw left from the 
threshing is highly relished by cat- 
tle; the soy bean meal is a little 
higher in protein content than is cot- 
iionseed mea'i. 


All the damaged grain can be used 


as a feed for livestock, as hogs relish 
cracked beans that arc soaked over- 
night in water. 
Dairy cows and

DRY PASTURE INSURANCE 


Whatever it's made of, providing 


it is well made and properly filled 
afterward, the old reliable silo—the 
watch tower o£ prosperity—is, after 
all, the only safe insurance against 


August is the month which tries 


pastures to the limit, even where 
they have been regarded as virtual 
"crops," 
and treated accordingly. 


Where they have not been thus cared 
for but have been overstocked or oth- 
erwise misused, the situation is far 
worse. 


Keeping up the milk check to its 


usual gratifying proportions in the 
face of dry weather and minus a silo 
is a heartbreaking job. This has 
been the experience of many Wiscon- 
sin farmers, who will agree with the 
statements in th August number of 
the Wisconsin Bankers' Farm bulle- 
tin, "When Pastures Are Short," by 
Roy T. Harris, supervisor of dairy 
tests, University of Wisconsin. 


Mr. Harris states that the useof a 


silo has a direct bearing as pasture 
insurance in three ways: 


It provides- succulent feed at less 


cost than soiling crops. 


It is more convenient to use. Bad 


weather does not interfere with the 
feeding of silage as is the case with 
soilage,

Care of milk, important for all, i 


a vital necessity in a home when 
there are children. 
It is absolutel: 


essential to the safety of babies. No 
intelligent mother will leave to an 
ordinary servant the task of caring 
for or preparing the milk for her 
baby. 
Mothers 
of small children 


should get, from their own physi 
cians, explicit 
directions 
for 
the 


proper handling of milk and for 
cleaning and sterilizing nursing bot- 
tles. 
Pamphlets on infant feeding 


may be obtained from the municipal 
milk stations or health officers.

Washington, Aug. 19.—A bond issue 


of $130,000,000 to meet extraordinary 
;overnment expenditures due to the 
Mexican situation was unexpectedly 
recommended to congress on Thursday 
night by majority members of the sen- 
ate finance committee, with the con- 
currence of the treasury department. 


The bond issue is urged in the report 


of the finance committee Democrats, 
filed in tire senate, on the $203,000,000 
revenue bill. In addition to the pro- 
posed issue and the revenue bill the 
finance committee asserts a further ap- 
propriation of $86,000,000 will be neces- 
sary to defray the expense of opera- 
tions in the Mexican emergency if con- 
ditions on the border continue as they 
are now after December 31, 1010. 


The $130,000,000 to be provided by 


the proposed bond issue, the report 
says, will meet Mexican expenditures 
only until the end of this calendar 
year. 


Accompanying the finance committee

town of Zborov, on the Strypn, General 
Sakharoff, commanding the right wing 
of the Russian armies in Galicia, 
pushed his lines within 49 miles of 
Lemberg, the Austrian crownland's 
capital. 


At the same time the Russian left 


wing, commanded by General Letchit- 
sky, closing In on the fortified railway 
city of Haliez, took Tustobaby, less 
than 13 miles northeast of its objec- 
tive. 
Tustobaby, which lies on the 


west bank of the Zlota Lipa, was stub- 
bornly defended to the last by the 
Austro-German forces who are try- 
ing with might and main to retard the 
Russian advance in order to save the 
bulk of the Austrian throne heir's army 
from envelopment. The town was 
taken "In spite of terrific machine gun 
fire," the official Petrograd statement 
says. 


The capture of Zborov wag preceded 


by a counter-attack by the forces un- 
der General Boehm-Ermolll, which are 
defending the Teuton Sereth-Strypa 
front. 
The official Austrian statement 


says the Russians were repulsed at 
Zborov 
(Iberov) 
and 30 prisoners 


were made. 
This statement was Is- 


sued, however, prior to Petrograd's an- 
nouncement of the town's capture. 


On the upper Sereth, accordjng to of- 


ficial Russian admission in the after- 
noon's report from Petrograd, the Aus- 
tro-German forces "retired to a forti- 
fied position behind which at some 
points they are checking our advance 
by fierce artillery fire."

town of Zborov, on the Strypa, General 
Sakhuroff, commanding the right wing 
of the .Russian armies in Galicia, 
pushed his lines within 49 miles of 
Leinberg, the 
Austrian crownland's 


capital. 


At the same time the Russian left 


wing, commanded by General Letchit- 
sky, closing In on the fortified railway 
city of Halicz, took Tustobuby, less 
than 13 miles northeast of its objec- 
tive. 
Tustobaby, which lies on the 


west bank of the Zlota Lipn. was stub- 
bornly defended to the last by the 
Austro-German forces who are try- 
ing with might and main to retard the 
Kussian advance in order to save the 
bulk of the Austrian throne heir's army 
from envelopment. The

was 


taken "in spite of terrific machine gun 
fire," the official Petrogrud statement 
says. 


The capture of Zborov wns preceded 


by a counter-attack by the forces un- 
der General Boehm-Ermolll, which are 
defending the Teuton Sereth-Strypa 
front. 
The official Austrian statement 


says the Russians were repulsed nt 
Zborov 
(Iberov) 
and 30 prisoners 


were made. 
Tin's statement was is- 


sued, however, prior to Petrograd's an- 
nouncement of the town's capture. 


On the upper Sereth, according to of- 


ficial Kussian admission in the after- 
noon's report from Petrograd. the Aus- 
tro-German forces "retired to a forti- 
fied position behind which nt some 
points they are checking our advance 
by fierce artillery fire."

LANGUAGES THAT HAVE DIED 


Archeologists Can Tell Us Little of 


Tongues Which for Ages Have 


Been Forgotten. 


The oldest languages known at the 


present time are the Sumerian, Baby- 
lonian (or Accadian) and the Egyp- 
tian. The earliest known inscriptions 
belong to about the fifth millennium 
B. C., but It Is reasonable to assums 
that these were antedated by many 
different languages which had a great 
antiquity. 


The script of the Sumerian, Baby- 


lonian (or Accadian) and Assyrian was 
the cuaeiform. Chaldean, the languaga 
used generally as the diplomatic lan- 
guage about the time of Belshazzer, 18 
what we now know as the Aramaic 
language. Archeoldgy has thrown no 
light on the subject of the confusion 
of tongues. 
Aoraham very probably 


spoke the Aramaic, the language' oi 
Aram. In Canaan his descendants ap- 
parently used the language of tho land, 
nhich was that of the Ammonites, 
This is what we now know ns Hebrew. 
It would seem that the Israelites re- 
tained while In Egypt the language 
familiar to them. 


Nothing has been discovered whl«A 


can'be determined ris antediluvian. 
Babyloninn legends mention several 
cities as existing before the flood, and 
Arabic tradition says Haran was tho 
first city that was rebuilt after the 
deluge, but archeology has offered no 
certain data on the subject.

MAKING USE OF RIBBONS 


•x- 


About the First Thing Is for One to 


Become an Adept In Tying 


a Bow. 


This is a ribbon season, as we all 


know, and the shops, naturally, hnve 
put torth a big and goodly supply of 
attractive ribbons m response to the 
demand fashion has made for them. 


Do you know how to tie a bow? 


Probably not 
In this day of .special- 


ization few women do know how to 
tie more than a lingerie or hair rib- 
bon. We leave It for the saleswoman 
at the ribbon counters, for our dress- 
makers nnd our milliners to tie bows 
of every other sort. 


To begin with, if you would tie 


bows successfully, buy a reel of fine 
covered wire and use It to tic the 
loops in position. This, for instance, 
Is the way a professional ties a sash 
rosette for a child's frock. She takes 
one end of two or three yards of rib- 
bon and measures off about thirty 
inches to go around the waist. Then 
she makes as many loops as she 
wishes, gathering the ribbon for each 
through her fingers. 


Next she measures off with her 


right hand, holding the loops in her 
left, enough ribbon for the two ends, 
nnd, at the end of this ribbon makes 
one more loop. 
This leaves a long 


loop of ribbon, later to be tho two 
ends, and with one of them ties 
around the rosette loops, so making 
one end shorter than the other.

MAKING USE OF RIBBONS 


About the First Thing Is for One to 


Become an Adept in Tying 


a Bow. 


This is n ribbon .season, ns we all 


know, and the shops, naturally, have 
put forth a big and goodly supply of 
attractive ribbons in response to tliu 
demand fashion has made for them. 


Do you know how to tie a bow? 


Probably not. 
In this day of special- 


ization few women do know how to 
tie more than a lingerie or hair rib- 
bon. We leave It for the saleswoman 
at the ribbon counters, for our dress- 
makers and our milliners to tie bows 
of every other sort. 


To begin with, If you would tie 


bows successfully, buy a reel of fine 
covered wire and use it to tie the 
loops In position. This, for instance. 
is the way a professional ties a sash 
rosetje for a child's frock. She takes 
one end of two or three yards of rib- 
bon and measures o/T about thirty 
inches to go around the waist. Then 
she makes as many loops as she 
wishes, gathering the ribbon for each 
through her fingers. 


Next she measures off with her 


right hand, holding the loops in her 
left, enough ribbon for the two ends, 
and, at the end of this ribbon makes 
one more loop. This leaves a long 
loop of ribbon, later to be the two 
ends, and with ouo of them ties 
around the rosette loops, so making 
one end shorter than the other. 


Moire ribbon is perhaps prettiest 


for children's sashes, although a stiff 
quality of taffeta answers the same 
purpose well. The soft satin ribbons 
nre not so pretty on children ns are 


(he .ctiffer ribbons. For women, vel- 
vet ribbon of three-Inch width forms 
a good girdle. It. can be finished nl. 
(he back with an upstanding loop and 
:i down-hanging end to cover the te- 
nure closing made by means of snaps 
or hooks and eyes. 


JTatlmnd ribbons nre especially In- 


teresting this summer, a tailored bow, 
fiat but not pressed down, finishes the 
left side of tho hut when these rib- 
lions are nsi'd, and In most shops 
lengths of ribbon with bows attached 
arc sold for varying prices. 


Brocaded ribbons, with raised vel- 


vet figures on thick satin ribbon foun- 
dations, are also smart. Ono such rib- 
bon shows pansles of black, blue iind 
purple velvet on n cerise ribbon. An- 
other shows overlapping pellets or big 
polka dots of three colors—peacock 
blue, old gold and plum—on a black 
background.
